Response to Amendment 

Applicants' amendment filed June 16, 2004 has been thoroughly reviewed and 
considered by the examiner. In view of applicants' persuasive arguments, the prior 
rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Moles (U.S. Patent 
No. 5,932,799) and the rejection of claims 2-4 as being unpatentable under 35 U.S.C. 
1 03(a) over Moles are hereby withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-11 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Further review of the specification, particularly Figures 72 and 75 of the 
drawings, is not considered to disclose the invention as recited in claims 1,11 and 16, 
particularly a first and second elastomer layer bearing in a first and second recess, 
respectively, the second recess having an arched ceiling. 
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It is noted that the specification is quite lengthy. It is respectfully requested that 
applicant point out the page and line number in the specification section describing the 
microfluidic structure comprising a first and second elastomer layer, the first elastomer 
layer bearing in a bottom surface a first recess and the second elastomer layer bearing 
in a bottom surface a second recess having an arched ceiling.
